In addition, there's a note on the upper left 
corner of the back of the locker, also written in 
black Sharpie, which says "Don't Wipe." 

That's because Darren Woodson, the newest 
member of the Ring of Honor, wanted to leave a 
message to all the players who would later oc- 
cupy the locker. Darren won three Super Bowls 
during his career, hence the wording. 



Oh, by the way, Woodson 
also wrote his name in the 
team's history books: He is 
the Cowboys' all-time lead- 
ing tackier (1,350] and was 
selected to five Pro Bowls. 

But that's not why Wood- 
son was allowed to leave his 
mark in the locker room. 

It's because he is one of 
the most-respected men to 
ever walk the halls of Valley 
Ranch or grace the football 
field at Texas Stadium. On 
and off the field, he was the 
perfect teammate, the perfect role model. The 
kind of person that we hope our children grow 
up to be. 

Equipment manager Mike McCord gave 
Woodson his blessing in leaving the message in 
the locker. Trust me, that was a big deal because 
McCord is not the type of guy who would allow 
anyone to mess up the team's workspace. 

"That's right, he is the only one I would allow 
to sign his locker," says McCord. "After those 
Super Bowl championships, he wanted to make 
a statement, and he had been in that locker for 



a very long time, so we 
wanted to have some his- 
tory there. 

"It's kind of like our re- 
cent trip to Freedom 
Tower at One World Trade 
Center prior to the Giants 
game. The people who 
built the tower talked 
about leaving their mark 
inside. That's kind of what 
it felt like when Darren 
Woodson signed that 
locker. 

"Darren was truly a pro- 
fessional on and off the field. He came in here as 
a rookie from Arizona State, and you could just 
tell the guy had it. Whatever it is, he had it. 
There was a certain demeanor when he got 
here. He took football very seriously, yet he 
made all the other players and people around 
him relaxed. He made every situation better. 

"There are not too many guys I would say 
that about, but truly Darren Woodson was the 
best, and I wish he could be here every day with 
us. I think he could make this team so much bet- 
ter in helping the young guys along, but also by 
being honest and open with the veteran guys. I 
just love the guy, he's awesome." 

Woodson's old locker is now being used by 
offensive tackle Charles Brown, a sixth-year 
NFL veteran who is in his first season with the 
Cowboys. Brown previously played for the 
Saints and the Giants. He grew up in Chino Hills, 
Calif., and was only 9 years old when Woodson 
won the third of his three Super Bowls. 

So you'll have to forgive Brown for not 
knowing a whole lot about Woodson. Brown 
didn't grow up in Dallas, nor is he old enough to 
remember or appreciate Woodson's domi- 
nance on the football field. 

Nevertheless, I felt compelled to talk to 
Brown and tell him more about the guy who 
left the message in his locker. 

"I've heard of him," Brown says of Woodson, 
"but I don't know that much about him. Hope- 
fully, I get to meet him soon." 

Then I ask Brown if it's OK if I take a photo of 
his locker with Woodson's message in the back. 
So Brown pushes the shirt hangars aside, so I 
can get a clear shot. 

"Yes, of course," he says. "Everyone needs to 
see this."

Buried down in the archives of the Cowboys’ rich history lies a bounty of unique, and oftentimes strange, memorabilia. 

This seems odd, right? A certificate thanking the Cowboys for sponsoring the U.S.A. national bobsled 
team? Of course, the connection that first comes to mind is that Herschel Walker, who played for the 
Cowboys from 1986-89 and then again in 1996-97, famously competed with the two-man bobsled squad 
in the 1992 Lillehammer Olympics. But this certificate is from the 1982 World Championships. So, what 
gives? Explained John Morgan, son of Forrest "Dew Drop" Morgan, who was manager of the bobsled 
program at the time, "My dad and Ernie Stautner were friends in the 1950s and 1960s up here in New 
York [near Lake Placid]." Stautner served under Tom Landry for 23 seasons, 1966-88, primarily as the 
Cowboys' defensive coordinator. John, himself a former bobsledder and the lead bobsled broadcaster 
for the last eight Winter Olympic Games, even sent along a photo of the original sideline jackets that 
were given to the bobsledders that year. Who could have imagined? (On a side note, if you want to read 
about a fascinating life, Google "Dew Drop" Morgan.)

JOSH: Let me first say, if you’re not sure, EV stands 
for expected value. It’s basically a deep statistical measure 
of how good or bad a coaching decision is. And our question 
comes from Jonathan Bales, who knows his deep stats. 

DAVID: I think that’s pretty indicative of football coaches in general. There are some 
exceptions, like Carolina’s Ron Rivera going for it on fourth down twice in the same 
drive against the Colts, but I think there’s a conservative tendency among football coaches 
in general. And, I think a lot of that has to do with how hard it is to attain a head coach- 
ing job and how easy it is to lose one. 

JDSH: Well, Garrett has always been conservative overall, but strangely, we saw him 
get fairly aggressive last year 
in the playoffs. That surprised 
me. If you play that way to win 
a must-win game, why not 
play that way to win a regular- 
season game? 

SHANNDN: I think Garrett 
has an old-school approach and way of thinking when it comes to football. I think it 
comes down to a way of thinking that this is the way we’ve always done it, and this is 
the way we’re going to continue to do it. 

JDSH: But the way we’ve always done it can be a bad decision. Kicking a field goal 
from the 1 -yard line is a bad decision now, just like it was 50 years ago. 

SHANNDN: Garrett may be boring, but his philosophies, sayings and consistency is 
what has gotten this team to buy in over his tenure. 

JDSH: That’s great. I just wonder how many points his philosophies have cost them.

SHANNDN: First off. I’m not sure what you mean by slow start. 
Lee leads this team in tackles and is one of only a few players 
with an interception. And, he has a sack on the season. 

JDSH: We are used to seeing him make more plays, though, 
right? The Cowboys don’t get a lot of interceptions, so because he 
has one we say that he’s having a great year, no? 

DAVID: It does feel pretty harsh to say that Lee has started 
slow, though.

My first encounter with Joseph Randie was at the 2013 NFLPA 
Rookie Premiere in Los Angeies. He was one of three Cowboys there 
aiong with Terrance Wiiiiams and Gavin Escobar, i was actuaiiy there 
with my other job at Panini America, but figured why not muiti-task and 
knock out interviews with each for feature stories in this very magazine. 

Randie was pieasant enough, a iittie cocky - even on the record, 
which is rare nowadays - a iittie goofbaii in him. He toid me a story 
about sneaking into the Super Bowi when it was here in Ariington, was 
quite proud of himseif. i spoke with him a few times after that, and it 
was more or iess the same, iikeabie enough, but you just came away 
with the feeiing iike he wasn’t getting it. 

Then there was the ridicuious comment this offseason about De- 
Marco Murray ieaving a iot of meat on the bone during his record-set- 
ting 2014 campaign. Just no reason to say it, even if he somehow 
beiieved it. Randie was kind of iiving in his own worid. A piace where 
it seems iike a soiid idea to shopiift some coiogne and underwear when 
making neariy $600,000. 

There was another incident iast February when he was arrested 
in Wichita, Kan. Part of me thought he was going to be reieased before 
training camp even started, but instead the Cowboys stuck with him 
and more or iess handed him the starting gig. 




Randie showed signs of becoming a big-time piayer, too, averag- 
ing neariy seven yards per carry in 2014 and busting oft some nice 
iong runs in the eariy going of this season, inciuding a briiiiant 37- 
yarder against Atianta. For me, though, the point of no return, when i 
honestiy feit iike he shouid have been reieased, came after the New Or- 
ieans ioss when he was asked about the coaching staff’s frustration 
with him diving over the top from the 1 -yard iine and reaching the baii 
out across the goai iine. The touchdown counted, bareiy, but Jason 
Garrett and others were upset because they had repeatediy toid Ran-

die not to do just that. After the game, when asked about it by reporters, 
Randle simply responded, “Six points.” 

To me, this was blatant disrespect toward his coaches and Gar- 
rett, and no matter how it would affect the team, he should have been 
gone. Still, the Cowboys kept him. 

Last week, however, with more personal problems surrounding 
Randle, the team finally released him. 

Randle was given more chances than most players would receive. 
His older brother, John, was a standout running back at Kansas before 
he was dismissed from the team for too many off-the-field troubles. 
And while at Oklahoma State, Joseph spoke of learning from his 
brother’s example of what not to do. So much for that. 

Here’s hoping Randle is given another shot, likely next season, 
after he hopefully can resolve whatever issues are taking place in his 
personal life. Maybe this will be the wakeup call he needs, and he’ll re- 
turn with another team minus the cockiness and attitude. 

Amazingly, and I just double-checked this, he’s only 23 years old. 
He’s still a kid in many ways, but to succeed in the NFL, he needs to 
grow up. 

As for the running back situation over the remainder of the sea- 
son, I’ve been saying since the preseason that Darren McFadden is the 
best option for this team. He hits the holes a little quicker, and he’s a 
better blocker, although he hasn’t been stellar by any means picking up 
the blitz. McFadden is also a better receiver. 

Christine Michael is a solid backup who brings a more powerful, 
downhill style, and then there’s Rod Smith and the recently signed Trey 
Williams. They think Williams can bring some of what they lost with 
the season-ending injury to Lance Dunbar. 

The point being, while Randle has his own problems to work out, 
as I’ve been preaching all along, running back hasn’t been the problem 
for the Cowboys this season.

We have all been guilty of it, there’s no shame in ad- 
mitting so. The injury to Tony Romo has been this 
across-the-board crutch. The reason the Cowboys have 
lost six straight is his injury. That’s the narrative, and 
we like nice, neat narratives, so we’re oh, so happy to 
oblige. The season would have been magical, no one to 
blame. Just Romo went down and that’s all there is. Ex- 
cept, that is rubbish. 

I have long given up on how games are spun. This has 
befuddled me for decades. Seems like one member of 
the media decides what the angle is and the masses 
run with it. The quarterback is almost always involved. 
But let’s be crystal clear here: The six-game losing 
streak isn’t about Romo. I’m not oblivious to the obvi- 
ous. Having Romo behind center would have certainly 
helped this team the last two months. Still, there’s so 
much more going on. 

The defense has lost at least half of the six games. Matt 
Cassel and the offense tallied 27 points. That should 
have been more than enough against an Eagles offense 
desperately trying to find an identity. 

Let’s go back in time, before the season started, to why 
so many people, myself included, thought this was a 
Super Bowl-caliber team. It wasn’t the unrealistic ex- 
pectations of the offense. We knew what was there. We 
didn’t expect a leap in production. The optimism was 
about the defense. The defense was supposed to make 
the leap. The defense was going to help win games. 



Cassel played well: 316 yards of offense, three touch- 
down passes. Was really impressive in the pocket in 
terms of avoiding the rush and extending the play. Yeah, 
the interception was brutal, the third pick-6 in the 
fourth quarter this season, but come on, that wasn’t the 
issue. 



Have to be concerned about Sean Lee. There is nothing 
in this league more alarming than multiple concussions, 
never mind inside of two months. As someone who has 
experienced numerous concussions - think my count 
is seven - they tend to become more and more im- 
pactful. And Lee is one of my all-time favorite people 
to deal with. He’s a class act. Could definitely see him 
as a head coach at the college or pro level. Not here to 
preach, not my place, just worried about him. 

A lot went wrong on that touchdown in overtime, from 
Byron Jones in coverage to not being able to make a 
play after the catch. Then there’s the bad luck of this 
team just not being able to win a coin flip. Like in for- 
ever. The defense was tired. Just seemed too easy. The 
big play was the second-and-14 when DeMarco Murray 
ran for an easy 20 yards. There was also a third-and-3 
where it was obvious the unit was just gassed. No one 
was able to make a play. 

The 79-yard kickoff return was brilliant, but Lucky 
Whitehead cannot, under any circumstances, field a 
punt at the 1 -yard line. There were a ton of mental mis- 
takes throughout, but that one just stands out. 



This defense isn’t what we thought. Not in any way, 
shape or form. The difference between the 1991 and 
1992 Dallas Cowboys wasn’t the offense. It was the de- 
fense that led that team to the Super Bowl. The last two 
games the opposing team has been missing its start- 
ing left tackle, the latter a seven-time Pro Bowl selec- 
tion in Jason Peters, and the Cowboys mustered one 
sack in eight-plus quarters. There has been exactly one 
turnover in the last six games. 



In what has to be a first, Cassel threw his 100th NFL 
touchdown pass. No, that’s not a first, but how about 
from a guy who never threw a single scoring strike in 
college. Not one. I was among those who didn’t think 
Brandon Weeden should have lost the starting job, but 
Cassel has been better, has given the team more of a 
chance to win games. Having Dez Bryant around cer- 
tainly helps. That jump-ball touchdown catch was all 
just Dez making a play. 



Yes, one turnover. Romo has nothing to do with that. 
One turnover in six games. Heck, the Cowboys have 
forced a turnover in just two of their eight games over- 
all. Doesn’t matter who is taking the snaps. That is al- 
most impossible to overcome. 

As for this season of great expectations, yeah, it’s prob- 
ably finished. No one is more optimistic than me, but 
just can’t envision this ending with a postseason berth. 
Can’t fathom this team finishing at .500. The defense 
just can’t generate a pass rush. Can talk about every- 
thing else, but it’s about the pass rush. It’s about what 
takes place on the line of scrimmage. 

Tyron Smith didn’t have his best game. And Rolando 
McClain struggled as much as he ever has since re- 
turning. Just need more plays from the middle line- 
backer. He appears a step behind on every snap. 



The offensive game plan was different in terms of Dar- 
ren McFadden not being involved in the passing game. 
Another gritty performance from Run-DMC, though, who 
has a real chance at cracking 1,000 yards rushing. 



CRYSTAL BALL 

Keep saying that there’s no way 
to predict this team to win a game 
before they actually do so without 
Romo, but Cassel seems settled 
into this offense, and the Giants 
beat Tampa Bay by two touch- 
downs despite Eli Manning throw- 
ing a pair of picks. So despite the obvious, let’s say the pain 
and misery ends with a solid win on the road.

The Cowboys' 11-play, 93- 
yard scoring drive to start 
the game continued a trend 
for the squad in 2015. In 
eight of its outings so far this 
season, Dallas has now put points on the board during its 
first drive in six of them, totaling 26 points combined on 
their opening possession. The team also scored a touch- 
down in Week 3 against the Falcons while earning field 
goals in both outings vs. the Giants as well as the Saints 
and Seahawks. Although the Cowboys came into this 
game ranked 29th in scoring offense overall, they were 
eighth in the NFL for points scored on the first possession. 




Where have you been Cole 
Beasley? The Cowboys receiver 
hadn’t caught a pass in the last 
two games, seemingly overlooked 
in the offense since Matt Cassel 
took over in Week 7. But in this 
one against the Eagles, Beasley 
led the team with nine catches for 
112 receiving yards and two 
touchdowns. This marked his first 
career 100-yard game and also 
set a new personal best for re- 
ceptions. In addition, Bailey 
equaled his most touchdowns 
scored, having also recorded two 
at Chicago on Dec. 4, 2014. 










The Cowboys’ losing effort wasn’t due to 
a lack of offense. Of the 411 total yards 
gained, 117 of them came thanks to Darren 
McFadden. This was his second 100-yard 
effort of the season, having rushed for 152 
yards in the Week 7 loss at the Giants. He 
hasn’t had two 100-yard rushing games in 
the same season since 2012 when he 
posted three, and his highest effort came 
during the 2010 campaign when he hit the 
century mark six times. McFadden also car- 
ried the ball 27 times against the Eagles, 
marking the third straight game in which 
he has had at least 20 attempts, the longest 
such streak of his career. 



The loss certainly couldn't be pinned on 
Matt Cassel, who completed 66 percent of his 
passes for 299 yards. And while he had one 
costly interception, his fourth since taking 
over quarterbacking duties, he also threw for 
three touchdowns, marking the 12th time in 
his career that he has posted at least three 
scoring tosses, and his first time doing so 
since earning four at Indianapolis on Oct. 9, 
2011 while as a member of the Kansas City 
Chiefs. Cassel's final touchdown throw was 
the 100th of his career.

QUARTERBACKS 

Matt Cassel threw a pick-six in the fourth 
quarter, which was a killer, but he played a 
decent game otherwise. He threw for three 
touchdowns and led the Cowboys to 13 
fourth-quarter points. 

RUNNING BACKS 

Darren McFadden continues to be effective, 
and he continues to stay healthy. Against a 
solid Eagles front, he pounded the ball 27 
times for 117 yards, and he had very few 
negative plays. 




DEFENSIVE LINE 

Against a makeshift Eagles offensive line, the 
Cowboys got one sack and generally failed to 
generate much pressure on Sam Bradford. 
They also allowed 149 rushing yards, with 
struggles on both the inside and outside. 




LINEBACKERS 

Sean Lee and Anthony Hitchens both ex- 
ited the game with injuries, putting an enor- 
mous amount of pressure on Rolando 
McClain and Andrew Gachkar. The pres- 
ence of Lee, in particular, was missed. 




WIDE RECEIVERS 

Whether it was Cole Beasley’s career-high 
night or Dez Bryant’s ridiculous touchdown, 
this was as well as the wideouts have 
played all year. It was a refreshing reminder 
that there’s talent at the position. 




SECONDARY 

Brandon Carr and Morris Claiborne seemed 
to have decent nights, but the secondary 
struggled mightily against receiver Jordan 
Matthews. The multiple breakdowns on his 
game-winning touchdown were brutal. 




TIGHT ENDS 

Avery standard night for Jason Witten, who 
reeled in six balls for 43 yards, although he 
seemed to miss a big opportunity during the 
Cowboys’ eventual game-tying drive to 
force overtime. 




SPECIAL TEAMS 

Dan Bailey scared everyone with his bank- 
shot field goal, but it went in. Chris Jones 
didn’t allow Darren Sproles to factor in the 
return game, and Lucky Whitehead pro- 
vided a huge spark with a big kickoff return, 




OFFENSIVE LINE 

Tyron Smith struggled mightily with Philly’s 
Brandon Graham, and the Eagles got four 
total sacks on the night. It was a solid night 
running the ball, but the pass protection 
was not up to snuff. 



Although he made it interesting, his tying field goal in the 
final minutes of regulation hitting the left upright before 
falling through, Dan Bailey extended his streak of consecu- 
tive field goals made to 19. He converted three in the 2014 
season finale at Washington, and thus far has been good on 
all 16 in 2015. He has now surpassed Richie Cunningham 
(18, 1997) for the sixth-longest consecutive made streak in 
team history. Bailey already owns the longest streak in his- 
tory, having hit 30 straight in 2013-14.

JUST KEEP GOING 



WITH THEIR LOSING STREAK NOW AT SIX GAMES, 
THE COWBOYS KNOW THE TASK AHEAD IS DAUNTING. 



ARLINGTON, Texas - Maybe it should just come down to this on 
Sunday against Tampa Bay when the Cowboys embark on the sec- 
ond half of a season that can't possibly be crueler than the first 
half has been. 

Just save themselves all that blood, sweat and tears they have 
endured during their longest losing streak since dropping the 
final seven games of the 1989 season, the 1-15 record that year 
arguably the worst in club history, seeing that their 0-11-1 effort 
came somewhat understandably in their inaugural 1960 season. 

Simply walk out to the NFL's Golden 50-yard line in Tampa, Fla., 
for the opening coin flip and propose ... 

Heads we win, tails we lose. 

Isn't that really what Eagles 33, Cowboys 27 this past Sunday 
night here at AT&T Stadium ultimately came down to before 
91,827 fans, the majority seemingly standing for the final quarter 
of rock 'em, sock 'em football that left the Cowboys saddled with 
a six-game losing streak, dead last in the NFC East. 

Why, the stagnant offense scored 27 points, the most the Cow- 
boys have totaled in the last five games. Matt Cassel, threw for 
299 yards, the most by a Cowboys' quarterback since Tony Romo 
tossed 356 in the season opener, and 202 yards more than Cassel 
had the previous week. 

The running back, Darren McFadden, rushed for 117 yards, his 
second 100-yard performance in three weeks, along with his third 
consecutive 20-carry game now that the Cowboys have cut ties 
with previous starter Joseph Randle. 

Dez Bryant is definitely back, and Cole Beasley re-emerged. Dez 
posted 104 receiving yards and one huge touchdown while 
Beasley went for 112 and two scores. 

They had the good fortune of a 79-yard kickoff return by Lucky 
Whitehead and a Dan Bailey field-goal at- 
tempt from 44 yards out that was nearly 
blocked, banged off the left upright and 
caromed sideways just over the crossbar 
for the game-tying three points. 

This defense even held the Eagles to just 
267 yards and 14 points over the first 49 
minutes of this division struggle. And Dal- 
las, absorbing gut-punch after gut-punch, 
actually came back four times to tie the 
score and send the game into overtime. 

Yet, the Cowboys still lost, and some 
might insist here is how it happened: The 
Eagles called tails for the coin flip to start 
overtime, giving the Cowboys heads, and 
gosh darn it, the coin came up tails, mean- 
ing the Cowboys lost the second straight overtime coin flip this 
year, forcing them to kick off. 
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They never got the ball again, the Eagles going 80 yards in nine 
plays, capped by Sam Bradford's 41-yard touchdown pass to Jor- 
dan Matthews. 

Ballgame. 

OK, sure, that's an over-simplification of the loss. Of course, the 
Eagles were able to gain 192 yards and score 12 points on their 
final three possessions of this game, a resilient Cowboys defense 
turning porous just when the offense figured out how to put 411 
yards on Philadelphia, scoring on four of its final five possessions. 

"Well, it's another loss, it's tougher," Cowboys owner Jerry 
Jones said. "We played well enough to win this ballgame ... but 
obviously not there enough. We understand - we can add and 
subtract - the job we have ahead of us." 

Daunting, for sure. The Cowboys are 2-6, with eight games left. 
They must win six of eight just to finish .500. Need to win seven 
of eight to get to 9-7, a reasonable record to win the NFC East this 
season. Especially if you figure the New York Giants lead the di- 
vision at 5-4, but have to face New England this coming Sunday. 
Especially if you figure the Eagles, having earned a split with the 
Cowboys, are now just 4-4, with even Washington ahead of Dal- 
las at 3-5. 

"Oftentimes this happens in your professional life, but some- 
times it happens in your personal life when you feel like you're 
doing things the right way and you don't get the result you need," 
Cowboys head coach Jason Garrett said. "You can call it whatever 
you want to call it - if it's faith - but you've just got to keep going. 
You've got to keep banging away. 

"We'll keep battling, keep banging away. We'll take it one day 
at a time, one week at a time. I like our team a lot." 

The cumulative effect of these losses might take a toll on those 

of lesser character. Just think: 
They lost in overtime at New Or- 
leans after battling in the final 
minutes to tie the game only to 
lose the overtime coin flip. They 
battled back against the Giants 
only to get beat by a 100-yard 
kickoff return immediately after 
tying the game. They lost by one 
point to Seattle after taking a late 
two-point lead. 

And then this, a second over- 
time loss without even getting a 
chance to touch the ball. Again. 

But as rookie Byron Jones says, 
"The guys we've got have the 
character to bounce back. Just trying to get that win. Go 1-0." 

Their margin for error shrinking ever-so rapidly.

Stimulation strapped into a cockpit thousands of feet 
above the ground. 

"Flying is just always something I wanted to do," the 
27-year-old kicker said. "Fve always been interested in 
it. Even now, it sounds probably kind of nerdy, but if 
planes are flying over, Fm looking up." 

Bailey is actually not the first in his family to be 
drawn to the clouds. His grandfather, George Conant, 
worked on aircraft in the Navy during World War II, and 
after returning home, took a job at General Dynamics, 
the Fort Worth company known for developing the F-16 
and F-11 fighter jets. A private pilot himself, Conant 
would help keep up the maintenance on airplanes on the 
ground during the day before taking to the air himself 
during his time off. 

After meeting ConanCs daughter, Ann, Gary Bailey 
quickly picked up the veteran's passion for flight. He, 
too, would earn his private license and hand down the 
love for flying to his son, Dan. 
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It IS just like any other kick. 

That is the mantra that permeates Dan Bailey's 
thoughts as he takes the field. In his fifth season in the 
league and as now the most accurate kicker in NFL his- 
tory, he has attempted just about every possible kick 
hundreds, if not thousands, of times. Repetition begets 
confidence, and no one is more certain of his abilities 
than Bailey. 

His accolades aren't the product of complacency. 
Even if Bailey had time to rest on his laurels, his mind 
wouldn't let him. Whether he is on the field or off, the 
Cowboys kicker embraces all of his pursuits as tests. 

Everything might be a challenge, but for Bailey, few 
things appear challenging. 

When the roar of the crowd dissipates, Bailey likes to 
replace it with another steady hum. In training to earn 
his private pilot's license, he finds comfort and mental

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The usual allures for airmen don't apply to Bailey, however. 
Sure, he likes the majestic view, but at this point in his life, he is 
drawn to the more meticulous aspects of the hobby. 

"You have a lot of variables you have to account for, a lot of 
multitasking going on, and you also have to maintain your focus 
on all the details," Bailey said. "You learn a lot about yourself 
doing it. It's the idea of taking it to the limit, pushing yourself as 
much as you can in an environment that is completely foreign to 
nearly everybody." 

Just like in football where players study the tapes of those 
who came before them, Bailey focuses on the greats of aviation 
when he isn't parting the clouds himself. He is fascinated with 
Chuck Yeager, and for good reason. A legendary World War 11 ace 
and historic test pilot, Yeager became the first person to crack 
the sound barrier back in 1947. 

"Maverick" and "Goose" may be two of the most popular cin- 
ematic pilots, but it is the incredible true story of Yeager, de- 
picted in 1983's The Right Stuff, that captivates the aspiring pilot. 

"It's all real. That stuff really happened. It's just inspirational 
to me," Bailey said. "Somebody like him, who is doing something 
no one has ever done before and didn't really know what was 
going to happen - it's just inspiring." 




When asked in a USA Today interview in 2012 if he was ever 
afraid of the feats that would make him a living legend, Yeager 
said, "What good does it do to be afraid?" Bailey shares that sen- 
timent. 

"1 feel like a lot of people are scared of it, but they don't really 
know about it," Bailey said. "1 don't know if it's just a control 
thing or a fear of the unknown. It's challenging, but it's also very 
rewarding. There's nothing like it. When you're up there flying 
around, it's like nothing you can experience on the ground." 



His detail-oriented hobby requires just as much thought and 
precision as his day job, and focusing on the little things off the 
field keeps his mind fresh when he's on it. The results speak for 
themselves, as Bailey has thrived for the Cowboys at the position 
like few have before him, a feat that is even more impressive 
given that his career in Dallas almost never got off the ground. 



Though he strolled through the doors at Valley Ranch in 2011 
with plenty of accolades to his name, Bailey entered the NFL sim- 
ilar to how he got his start at Oklahoma State - by having to earn 
his spot. 

Coming out of Southwest Covenant High School in Yukon, 
Okla., Bailey passed up a full scholarship offer from the Univer- 
sity of Ohio, and instead made his way to Arkansas where he was 
to receive an academic scholarship once he walked on to the 
team. That turned out not to be the case, however, as Bailey was 
released from his partial academic grant after failing to earn a 
kicking job. Once the coaches learned he would count toward the 
team's scholarship limit, he was gone. 

After the disappointment in Fayetteville, Bailey then made his 
way to Oklahoma State and walked on to the team there. The 
move paid immediate dividends. Assuming the starting role mid- 
way through his freshman season, Bailey held the position 
through 2010, when he won the Lou Groza Award as the top 
kicker in college football. After converting 27-of-31 attempts en 
route to leading the FBS in scoring with 149 points, Bailey ex- 
pected to find a gig at the next level. 
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And sure enough, although he went undrafted, Bailey was in- 
deed signed as a rookie free agent by Dallas, which was holding 
a five-man audition during training camp for its one kicker posi- 
tion. All five remained with the team through the final presea- 
son game, leading one of the candidates, former Cowboys kicker 
David Buehler, to joke that they may have to kick on all four 
downs just to give everyone a chance. 

In the end, Bailey outlasted Buehler, Shayne Graham, Dave 
Rayner and Kai Forbath to claim the spot. 

It took a while for the fan base to warm up to No. 5, though, 
and honestly, it's not hard to blame them. Before Bailey, the Cow- 
boys cycled through kickers at a breakneck pace and rarely ex- 
perienced gratifying outcomes. In the 10 seasons preceding 
Bailey's arrival. Cowboys kickers finished 30th or worse in the 
league five times, with only Nick Folk's campaign in 2008 serv- 
ing as a top-10 result. 

With Bailey now at the helm, Dallas has reversed its fortunes. 
He has posted three top-10 finishes in that same category during 
an era in which kickers are performing at a level never before 
seen in the NFL. Of the 15 kickers with the highest all-time field- 
goal percentage in history, 13 have entered the league since 
2000 and 11 are currently active.

The fact that a revolution of sorts is tak- 
ing place at the position is no coincidence 
to Bailey. He credits the rise in popularity 
of soccer and a new attitude toward kicking 
in general as having reshaped the way play- 
ers approach the once overlooked spot. 

“These younger guys coming in the 
league, they're not what you think a kicker 
would be,'' Bailey said. “These guys are 
fast, a lot of them are strong, lean guys. 

You don't really see a lot of out-of-shape 
kickers. 

“Guys are approaching it differently and 
trying to incorporate a little more athleti- 
cism into the position. 1 think it's speaking 
for itself on the field from an accuracy 
standpoint.'' 

His own accuracy was once again tested 
at the end of regulation in Week 1 of the 
2015 season against the Giants, as the 
kicker strolled on to the field yet again 
with the game on the line. He went 
through his routine like the hundreds of 
attempts that preceded this one, but this 
time it was a little different. 



After a miraculous comeback in the waning minutes, Bai- 
ley was tasked with hitting an extra point with just five sec- 
onds remaining to give the Cowboys a lead and almost 
assuredly a victory. A job he had done for more than a 
decade had undergone a facelift, though, as rule changes 
pushed the 18-yard point-after attempt all the way back to a 
33-yard boot. The play once viewed as nothing more than an 
afterthought and the perfect time for fans to frequent the 
concession stands or beat traffic home, all of a sudden 
loomed incredibly large. 

Just like he does with everything, Bailey embraced the 
idea of yet a new challenge. 

“It's just another wrinkle thrown in there to make it 
harder on yourself,'' Bailey said. “Trying to find different 
ways to overcome that, whether it's mentally or physically, 
1 find enjoyment in that.'' 

So, Bailey took aim from the right hash mark. He meas- 
ured his angles, took his steps, repeated his same robotic 
motion and drilled a picture-perfect attempt right down the 
middle. 

In a stadium full of anxious fans, players and coaches, it 
was Bailey who was the calmest customer in the building. 
That came as no surprise to him, however, as it was, after all, 
just another kick. 
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The Cowboys decide to part 
ways with Joseph Randle, 
bringing more change to 
the team’s offense. 



ONE AFTER 
ANOTHER

First, it was Dez Bryant, then Tony Romo and then Lance Dunbar. 
Now, Joseph Randle. 

Have you ever seen anything like it in your life? 

One after another after another, this Dallas Cowboys offense, 
thought to be the backbone of the team coming into the 2015 sea- 
son, has been decimated of its most talented players from the first 
week of the season through the eighth week. 

What could possibly be next? 

And, you are wanting to point a finger at why the Cowboys were 
2-5 and battling a five-game losing streak heading into this past Sun- 
day night's game against the Philadelphia Eagles? 

Seriously, it's right there before your very eyes. The Cowboys 
have been forced to play five games without their Pro Bowl wide 
receiver, Bryant, will play seven games without their Pro Bowl 
quarterback, Romo, before he's eligible to return a week from 
Sunday, and will play a total of 12 games without the offensive 
sparkplug Dunbar. And now this: 



They will play the rest of the season without Randle. The guy 
the Cowboys pegged to lead this running back by committee that 
was christened to replace last year's NFL leading rusher DeMarco 
Murray, who left back in March through free agency for Philadel- 
phia when his cost became too rich for the Cowboys' reasonable 
salary-cap blood. 

Randle left the team no other choice, but to release him last week 
after he: 

A) Refused to go back into the Oct. 25 game against the 
Giants after claiming he strained his back. 

B) Began displaying erratic behavior, actually calling the police 
to perform a welfare inspection at his residence, for some 
reason worried about his girlfriend's safety after he found 
her cell phone in his car. 

C) Failed to fulfill some responsibilities after it was learned 
some serious “personal issues'' were troubling Randle, who 
at the time was leading the Cowboys in rushing. 
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And finally, with so much conjec- 
ture shrouding his absence, the least 
of his problems the supposed strained 
oblique muscle that technically kept 
him from returning against the Giants 
after two plays and from playing 
against the Seahawks - initially the 
Cowboys trainers listed him as prob- 
able to return in that loss in New York 
- there was this somewhat veiled, but 
revealing statement at AT&T Stadium 
after the Seattle game from Cowboys 
owner Jerry Jones that should have 
raised eyebrows from coast to coast: 

'T'm always concerned as to any is- 
sues regarding the [mental) health of 
a player," Jones said. "It's a lot more 
serious than the football [injury)." 

Randle had become one troubled 
soul. While the Cowboys have proven 
to be very forgiving with players deal- 
ing with off-the-field personal issues, 

Randle, for unspecified reasons at the 
time, had pushed the envelope too far 
for even the liberal Cowboys to con- 
done his actions. These problems ap- 
peared far beyond any looming NFL suspension over his domestic 
abuse case from way back in February that had been initially re- 
ported as the reason for his absence. 

While not totally forthcoming. Cowboys COO Stephen Jones had 
this to say last week about the release of Randle: 

"Joe has personal issues that he's got to get his hands around. 
Everybody wants to point to an issue - this issue or that issue. But 
as you just mentioned, it's the full body of work. We have to look at 
it, and obviously 1 think, right now, football needs to be on the back- 
burner for Joe. He needs to get his hands around some things. 

"At the same time, we're looking at our team and what's best for 
our team, and that's where we came down. But bigger than that, you 
have to make a decision about what's in the best interest of that per- 
son. We came down to that it's in Joe's best interest right now to get 
his hands around his personal issues." 

Stephen Jones was in concert with Cowboys head coach Jason 
Garrett for moving on without Randle. 

"1 think at the time it was most important for him to get some is- 
sues in his personal life squared away, and it was important for us as 
a football team to focus on the task we have at hand going forward," 
Garrett said. "1 thought it was the right decision for our team." 

So Darren McFadden, thought to be the third member of this com- 
mittee of three - Randle, Dunbar, McFadden - you're up next, big 
guy. Sort of the last man standing heading into this past Sunday's 
second meeting with Philadelphia. The Cowboys are now counting 
on the eighth-year veteran to carry the load, the "committee" hav- 
ing been abolished for the final nine games of the season. 

The Cowboys are hoping beyond hope that since they made no 
major move at last week's trade deadline, McFadden can stay 
healthy. The team did sign undrafted rookie Trey Williams [Texas 
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A&M) off Washington's practice squad. 
Otherwise, all that's left behind Mc- 
Fadden is third-year running back 
Christine Michael, who Seattle was 
only too happy to trade to the Cow- 
boys earlier in the season, and former 
Seahawks back Rod Smith, claimed off 
waivers. 

This is a chancy double-down bet on 
McFadden. Only once in his seven sea- 
sons in Oakland has he remained 
healthy enough to play all 16 games, 
that coming last year. And only once 
with the Raiders did he rush for 1,000 
yards in a season, that being in 2010 
when he gained 1,157 yards on a ca- 
reer-high 223 carries, although injuries 
limited him to 13 games even then. 

McFadden, though, gave the Cow- 
boys a measure of confidence in their 
time of need, carrying the ball 29 times 
- one short of his career high - against 
the Giants for 152 yards, his first 100- 
yard game since Week 2 of the 2013 
season and the third most in his career 
[171 the high in 2011). 

Then the following Sunday against Seattle, McFadden ran the ball 
20 times for a tough 64 yards, many of those, as Garrett terms, "dirty 
yards." That represented the first time McFadden had handled at 
least 20 carries in consecutive games since the first two contests of 
his injury-shortened 2011 season [22 and 20). 

"Well, we've been pleased with how McFadden has basically 
stepped up his competitiveness," Jerry Jones said of the former first- 
round pick from Arkansas. "His resolve has given us a foundation 
and a leadership at the running back position. It's critical, so that's 
certainly a consideration [for counting on him). And then we have 
a couple of young backs in Christine Michael and Smith that we 
think can really contribute to the team as well. 

"We're in good shape at running back or we wouldn't have made 
this decision." 

But then when it comes to the Cowboys, after what they've gone 
through the first half of the season, "good shape" is relative, espe- 
cially if we kick in the four-game suspension absences of Greg Hardy 
and Rolando McClain, the four-game injury absence of rookie Randy 
Gregory and recall they lost cornerback Orlando Scandrick for the 
season during training camp. 

And to think someone had the nerve to ask Jones about the size 
of those holes on this team created by the early-game absences of 
Romo and Bryant. 

"Well, the holes that Romo left behind, the holes that Dez left be- 
hind," Jones began, unable to contain a wide grin, "having Hardy and 
Gregory, and players like that now on the field that weren't on the 
field, McClain, 1 saw some holes that were left behind. Hopefully, we 
can get all the potholes patched up. Have them all out there together 
real soon." 

Before they run out of asphalt for sure.

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BUCCANEERS’ FUTURE 
RIDING ON WINSTON

Just in case anyone lets it slip his mind, those re- 
sponsible for throwing the football around remind us 
from time to time that the NFL is a passing league and 
will be until further notice. 

Drew Brees and Eli Manning combined the other 
day to account for 13 touchdown passes before Kai 
Forbath trotted onto the field to kick a 50-yard field 
goal for the last of the game's 101 points in a win for 
the New Orleans Saints over the New York Giants. 
There were 1,026 yards gained during that affair, 834 
of them coming through the air. 

Here and there, however, there are teams that - by 
choice rather than necessity - decide to play things a 
little closer to the vest. The Cowboys will see one of 
them Sunday on the first of their consecutive trips to 
the Sunshine State. 

Going into last week's action, Tampa Bay had actu- 
ally produced a few more running plays than passing 
plays and had been going about the business of trying 
to move the ball along the ground while keeping the 
ball away from its oftentimes pass-happy opponent. 

This sort of tactic is usually employed by teams that 
have a hard time stopping said opposition and are try- 
ing to learn by doing, which describes the Buccaneers 
at this stage of their development. The Bucs feature a 
rookie at quarterback and, of course, he came to pro- 
fessional football highly recommended. After a quite- 
publicized career at Florida State, Jameis Winston was 
tossed into the choppy waters from the start. 

He has survived to this point, completing nearly 60 



percent of his throws, connecting on more touchdown 
passes than interceptions and compiling a passer rat- 
ing of 85.6. That's nothing to write home about, but is 
not all that bad either for a first timer. 

While Winston has been testing the waters, Tampa 
Bay has opted to put fourth-year running back Doug 
Martin into play, and he has managed to become the 
league's fourth-leading rusher as the season reached 
its halfway point. 

That, therefore, is what the Cowboys will likely see 
Sunday. Winston will throw some, run now and then 
and hand off a lot to Martin, who has averaged almost 
20 carries per game. It worked for a win over New Or- 
leans and another against Atlanta, and it is apparently 
what the Buccaneers will do for the rest of the season. 

The problem is that it is hard to outscore people 
that way, especially when your defense gives up al- 
most 30 points an outing. Tennessee scored twice as 
many points at Tampa Bay as it has against anybody 
else this season. Carolina also produced its largest 
point total of the year against the Bucs, as did Wash- 
ington. Jacksonville had its second-beefiest point total 
of the campaign when it faced Tampa Bay. 

So what the Cowboys will see is a work in progress. 
There is likely no Super Bowl in the Buccaneers im- 
mediate future, but they know where they think their 
future is because they have plenty invested in him. 

If Winston advances, so will Tampa Bay. The Cow- 
boys, therefore, will be treated to an up-close look at 
how the lessons are progressing.

TAMPA BAY BUCCANEERS by dave ivey 








GAME PREVIEW . 




For the Buccaneers, the silver lining from last sea- 
son’s 2-14 finish wears a No. 3 jersey. Rookie quar- 
terback Jameis Winston, the No. 1 pick in the 2015 
draft, has been one of the best in the NFL as of late. 
Since Week 5, he has ranked fourth in the league in 
average yards per pass attempt (8.9) and passer rat- 
ing (1 1 0.5), and was one of just three quarterbacks in 
the league who didn’t throw a single pick.

Under the direction of Winston, the 2013 
Heisman Trophy winner and BCS national 
champion from Florida State, the Tampa Bay of- 
fense entered Week 9 averaging 23.3 points 
and 353.3 yards per game - significantly up 
from the 17.7 points and 292.0 yards they 
posted last season. Fourth-year running back 
Doug Martin delivered three consecutive 100- 
yard rushing games against Carolina (106), 
Jacksonville (1 23) and Washington (1 36) in Oc- 
tober. Wide receiver MIKE EVANS, the former 
Texas A&M standout who hauled in 12 touch- 
down passes as a 2014 rookie, finally found 
paydirt for the first time this season in Week 7 
against the Redskins. 




Heading into theirWeek 9 game against the 
Giants, the Buccaneers ranked 28th in the 
league in scoring defense (28.4 points per 
game), 18th in sacks (14.0), 15th in total de- 
fense (352.1 yards per game) and seventh in 
takeaways (1 3). Three-time Pro Bowl defensive 
tackle GERALD McCOY is the most-decorated 
member of the team’s 4-3 defense, and de- 
servedly so. Tampa Bay’s leading tacklers are 
linebackers Lavonte David and rookie Kwon 
Alexander, who received the game ball after tal- 
lying a game-high 11 tackles, an interception 
and a fumble recovery in the Bucs’ victory at 
Atlanta less than 48 hours after the death of his 
17-year-old brother. 




in Week 5, CONNOR BARTH converted all nine 



of his field-goal attempts against the Jaguars, 
Redskins and Falcons. His 31-yarder in over- 
time gave Tampa Bay a 23-20 victory at Atlanta 
in Week 8. Rookie punter Jacob Schum won a 
preseason position battle with 1 0-year veteran 
Michael Koenen and has been averaging 42.3 
yards per punt. Fourth-year running back Bobby 
Rainey handled all of the returns through the 
first seven games, averaging 1 2.1 yards per 
punt return (fourth in the NFL) and 28.2 yards 
on kickoffs (fifth). The Bucs’ punt-coverage unit 
ranked among the top five in the league, allow- 
ing just 4.7 yards per return. 



DID YOU KNOW? 

Steve Spurrier, the “Head Ball Coach” who 
recently resigned at South Carolina, was the 
starting quarterback for Tampa Bay in the fran- 
chise’s debut season of 1976. The Bucs finished 
0-14 with the 31 -year-old Spurrier going 0-12 
and passing for 1 ,628 yards, seven touchdowns 
and 12 picks. He went on to coach Florida to a 
national championship in 1996 and was head 
coach of the Washington Redskins in 2002-03. 





Defensive end JACQUIES SMITH, a Dallas native who 
starred at South Oak Cliff High School, was leading the 
Buccaneers with five sacks 
for a total of 50 yards in 
losses through eight weeks, 
which included three sacks and two forced fumbles in their 
Week 2 win at New Orleans. Undrafted out of Missouri in 201 2, 
he originally signed with the Dolphins, and then played with 
the CFL’s Hamilton Tiger-Cats in 2012 and was on the Jets’ 
and Bills’ practice squads in 2012 and 2013 before being 
claimed off waivers by Tampa Bay last year. In the final nine 
games of 2014, he collected 6.5 sacks.

WHERE YOU FIND IT 



This must 
just drive NFL 
owners and 
general man- 
agers crazy. 

If finding 
players was 
easy and pre- 
dictable, if 
anyone in fact 
really had the 
formula, then Drew Pearson and Cliff 
Harris might not be in the Cowboys' Ring 
of Honor. Undrafted players really 
wouldn't be able to play. No high pick 
would ever wash out. 

But that's not how it is, and it never 
has been. When NFL teams were still 
scouting by word of mouth and football 
magazines 50 years ago, Gil Brandt and 
Tex Schramm started using computers. 
Now that everyone has the same tech- 
nology and the draft has shrunk to seven 
rounds, the competition for quality is 
more ferocious. The salary cap has 
raised the stakes. You can't afford mis- 
takes, and sometimes that leads to being 
more conservative, more risk-averse. 

Nothing inherently wrong with that, 
but in today's NFL, you better be ready 
to admit a mistake. You better be ready 
to spot someone else's. 

You better be able to find David Irving. 

Let me be clear. No one is calling 
young Mr. Irving the next Bob Lilly. So 
far, he's not yet the next Tyrone Craw- 
ford. But he is an intriguing prospect 



with a completely unique skill set and, 
potentially, a great story. 

When Irving blocked a Seattle field- 
goal attempt in Week 8 that gave the 
Cowboys a real chance in the fourth 
quarter, a lot of fans could be excused for 
asking, “Who?" 

Irving is only 22. He would be in his 
final season at Iowa State, except he got 
thrown off that team last year. There 
were a lot of bad personal choices made 
by a young man who didn't value what 
he had. He had enough talent for a 
draftable grade, and enough baggage to 
be passed over. The Kansas City Chiefs 
gave him a shot to come to camp, and he 
did enough during the preseason to earn 
a spot on their practice squad. 

When Terrell McClain suffered a toe 
injury in Week 2 at Philadelphia, the 
Cowboys needed some depth on the de- 
fensive line. It was going to be two more 
weeks before Greg Hardy was eligible to 
play and at least that until Randy Gre- 
gory would be healthy. 

Scouts knew all about Irving. 

“We had him rated," said Senior Direc- 
tor of College/Pro Personnel Will Mc- 
Clay." We checked him out and deter- 
mined that the issues he had off the field 
in college weren't a lasting problem. He 
was worth the low risk. And we knew he 
had ability." 

They might not have known they were 
getting a kid with such an apparently 
great attitude and work ethic. Irving was 
signed two days after the Atlanta game. 



and five days later he played more than 
a quarter of the defensive snaps against 
New Orleans. His reps keep going up. So 
does his level of gratitude. 

“Honestly, I'm blessed," says Irving, 
towering over his audience at a height of 
6 feet, 8 inches. “I've come a long way. 
Last year, I had no idea I would be here. 
I was sleeping in my car part of the time. 
But things worked out. I'm here now and 
all I can do is try to keep improving and 
contribute more and more. 

“I thought I had it at Iowa State. Had I 
not been lowered to where I was, I prob- 
ably wouldn't appreciate it as much. 
Now I'm playing the game I love and I'm 
able to provide for my family. But, I 
know I haven't arrived. I'm used to being 
a top performer. I'm struggling right 
now. I can't wait until I can make plays 
on a more consistent basis." 

Technically, what's unique about Irv- 
ing is his ability to bend that tall frame 
of his and get low, while still elevating 
and using his height when he can. What's 
more unusual is listening to a player 
with his resume - booted from school, 
undrafted, off-the-field issues - and 
hearing a young man who not only ap- 
pears to have learned his lesson, but 
who is hungry for more learning. 

David Irving is still a man-child, but he 
talks like a grown-up. He has a real 
chance, in football and at life. The Cow- 
boys just might have found something. 

You never know where that might 
happen.
